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Does Monte Green have the Key? 
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Multi-million dollar empire? 


For several years ever since 
the completion of Interstate Route 
93, a Quiet but intensive struggle 
has been going on, conducted by 
perhaps a Scunte of dozen individ- 
uals, for control of all or a part 
of an extensive area of land, part- 
ly in Wilmington, partly inTewks- 
bury and partly in Andover, 

For the want of a better name 
the area could be called ‘The 
Plains of Tewksbury’, 

The Plains of Tewksbury are 
the remains of a glacial lake, of 
some thousand years past, There 
is a good firm sandy foundation, 
not only suitable for industrial 
buildings, but also for drainage. 

The Boston & Maine Railroad 
goes through the area. The Shaw- 
sheen River provides water. 
Route 93 bisects the plains, 

If there wére an exit onto 93 
the place would be worth millions, 
But there isn’t - and there are 
just so many pig farms instead. 

Wilmington has 4 exits 

When Route 93 was in the plan- 
ning stage, the alert Planning 
Board and Town Manager of Wil- 
mington set up a clamour about 
the injustices that would be done 
to Wilmington as a result of the 
new highway, 

The net result was that instead 
of the three interchanges planned 
for this town there were four - 
and the Bureau of Roads, in Wash- 
ington D.C, still shudders every 
time they look at a map of Wil- 
mington, for ft 1s believed that his 
is one of the few places in the 
country where a major route has 
so many interchanges in less than 
five miles, 


‘Pewksbury has one 

No one in Tewksbury set up a 
clamour, and the result was that 
there ts only one interchange that 
can possibly serve the Plains of 
Tewksbury area-~ Dascombe Road, 
4.7 miles above the Route 125 exit 
in Wilmington, But Dascombe Road 
is not only beyond the Tewksbury 
Plains - which means a doubling 
back for truck traffic - it 1s also 
on the other side of the Shawsheen 
River, 

For the purpose of the people 
trying to develop the Plains of 
‘Tewksbury, Dascombe Road might 
as well be labeled The Road to 
Shangri-La. 


, Cryovac Option 

One of the early results of the 
Planning of Interstate 93 was an 
option by the Cryovac Company to 
buy 50 acres of land - the Friend 
Farm, from Bob Evans, of North 
Wilmington. The option was made 
back in 1958, on land that Evans 
had owned since 1933, 

Friends Farm lays between Bal~ 
lardvale Street and the Portland 
Branch of the Boston & Maine Rail- 
road, It 1s about 50 acres in area. 
It ts not a part of the area that this 
Paper chooses to call ‘The Plains 
of Tewksbury’ , being on the ‘wrong’ 
side of the railroad, from that

Speculators 

Immediately after Route 93 was 
opened the speculators and real 
estate developers began to take a 
good look at the area. 

There were several prominent 
features which immediately be- 
came the center of quiet attention, 

There were the pig farms in 
Tewksbury, Pig farms do not en- 
courage people to build nearby, 
with the consequence that the 
Plains did not have many other 
homes ~ which could be a nuisance 
in the development of an industrial 
area, 

There were also several good 
or fairly good lots of land to be 
acquired, There was, for instance, 
the Island Lot, so called, once 
owned by a man named Manook 
Chaporrian, Fifty acres in area- 
{t could be a prize, Near it was 
a 15 acre lot of land owned by the 
railroad, where the Wilmington 
Junction railroad station stood 
many years ago. This too, could 
be valuable - railroad frontage, 
if no road frontage, 


No Exit 

The big trouble was that there 
was no exit onto Route 93, 

An attempt was made ~ several 
attempts over the years, to get 
the Bureau of Roads to make an 
exit into the Plains, Each attempt 
failed, One of these attempts in- 
volved trying to sell the land to 
NASA, when that organization was 
planning its move to New England. 

It was a brilliant thought, one 
most worthy of much thought. Fine 
land, good drainage, near Boston, 
All it needed was an exit onto 93, 
and NASA, if it decided, could 
just order that to be done, 

The result would have been a 
substantial profit for the deyelop- 
ers, But NASA decided onanother 
location, 


Several Groups 

Since then there has been a 
split up of the people trying to 
d.velop the area, There have 
been several corporations, some 
with names that sound nearly a- 
like, all acquiring options, and 
laying out cash, 

On a map of the Tewksbury 
Plains the options would have made 
a most interesting checkerboard, 
had they been laid out, 

Town Manager Jerry Bouchard, 
shortly after he arrived in Wil- 
mington, was asked on one occa- 
sion to go to the State House and 
testify as to the desireability of 
a certain piece of land. 

He was most happy to do this, 
He had no knowledge of the check- 
erboard layouts that had resulted, 
and he horrified the people who 
had asked him to come in, by 
testifying for land that was con-

Ballardvale Street Key 
Stymied at an effort to get into 
the Plains by an exit off Route 93, 
some of the developers, in recent 
years, have been paying attention 


to Bal.ardvale Street, in North 
Wilmington, 
Ballardvale Street crosses 


Route 93, at the Route 125 exit, 
and then runs parallel to 93, for 
several miles, to Andover and 
Ballardvale. 

A factor that could possibly be 
of importance in the ‘efforts to 
get into The Plains was the exis- 
tance of three crossings over the 
railroad - not for humans, or cars, 
or trucks, but for cattle. 

They date back to the days when 
the Wilmington and Andover Rail- 
road was constructed, back in 
1835, and were made so that the 
farmers of that day could move 
cattle from fields on one side of 
the track to fields on the other, 

It is very hard for a railroad 
to have a legal existing ‘cattle 
crossing’ removed. On the other 
hand the railroads are not happy 
to have a cattle crossing expanded 
to a full crossing, that people can 
legally use. That just means more 
headaches. 

Monte Green, a Cambridge bus~ 
iness man, was called in at about 
this time, and Mr. Green was a~ 
mong those who looked at those 
cattle crossings. 

One of them, only about five or 
six hundred feet from Ballardvale 
Street, led to the farm of Patsy 
Tallini, in Tewksbury. Mr. Tall- 
ini and friends had been driving 
cars across, for years, with no 
objections from the railroad, 

Whether it was Mr. Green who 
thought of this, or someone else, 
is not known - byt Monte intro- 
duced an article into the Wilming- 
ton Town Meeting of a year ago, 
to change from residential to in- 
dustrial a small portion of land 
in North Wilmington, adjacent to 
the Andover Line. 

If this could be rezoned - and if 
a way could be found to convert 
the ‘Tallini’ Cattle Crossing into 
a full and legal crossing - the key 
to the millions would be in the 
hands of Mr, Green and friends, 

But something happened - and 
the land was not rezoned. 


Alice Doucette’s land 
Another way in.- not so good, 
was the old Jerry Doucette farm, 
off Ballardvale Street, It fronts 
on Ballardvale Street, on the west 
-side of 93, and could be described 
as leading up to the ‘Island Lot’. 
It is zoned for residential, and 
has little value for an industrially 

minded group.

THE STORY OF THE CAPTURE 
OF JEFFERSON DAVIS 


After the defeat of Hood’s army 
at Nashville, Tennessee by Gener- 
al Thomas on the 15th and 16th of 
December, 1864, the Union cavalry 
under General Wilson pursued the 
retreating rebels until the rem- 
nants of their army escaped across 
the Tennessee river into Missi- 
ssippi, General Wilson encamped 
his cavalry at Gravelly Springs 
and Waterloo, along the line of the 
Tennessee, preparatory to the 
commencement of his great raid 
through Alabama and Georgia, 
which resulted in the rout of the 
rebel General Forest, and the 
scattering and capture ofthe great- 
er part of his army, also the cap- 
ture of Selma and Montgomery, 
Alabama, and Columbus and West- 
point, Georgia, finally winding up 
with the capture of Macon, Georgia, 

The First Wisconsin Cavalry 
composed a part of these forces, 
and bore a conspicuous part in all 
that was accomplished on this, the 
greatest and most successful cay 
alry raid of the war, 

The rebel army which General 
Thomas defeated at Nashville was 
the same that had opposed General 
Sherman from Chattanooga to At- 
lanta the previous summer, and 
was, at the time of the battle of 
Nashville composed of about forty 
thousand of the best troops of the 
confederacy, but so total was their 
defeat and rout that when they fin- 
ally got across Tennessee, there 
was only about twelve thousand of 
their infantry left, General Wil- 
Son with the First, Second, and 
Third Divisions of the Cavalry 
Corps, and three batterles of 
artillery, about fifteen thousand 
men, crossed the Tennessee river 
on the 11th day of March, 1865, 
at Chicksaw, Alabama, arriving 
at Macon, Georgia, April 20, 1865, 

While resting quietly in camp 
about two miles north of the city 
on the evening of May 6, 1865, 


T received orders to re

He also said the country through 
which our route lay was very Poor, 
and that ft would be difficuit to 
Subsist a large party, and that 
we must start immediately and not 
wait for rations, adding, as I left 
him, that if there was a fight and 
Jeff Davis should gét hurt, Gener- 
al- Wilson would not feel very bad 
over it, 

I then returned to my camp, and 
soon had a detail of one hundred and 
fifty men selected, all well armed 
and mounted, ready to march, 

TR was about sunset when we 
passed through Macon, and cross- 
ed the bridge over the Ochemulgee 
river, and then tooka line of march 
towards Savannah, General Crox- 
ton had furnished me with a large 
map of Georgia, so that I was able 
to shape our course correctly. 

During the night we came to a 
Plantation where there was forage, 
so we halted and fed our horses, 
Up to this time the men had no 
idea as to where we were going 
or for what purpose we had been 
ordered out, 

When ready to mount our horses, 
I made known the object of our ex- 
pedition, I frankly told them that 
if we encountered Davis and his 
escort they would greatly outnum- 
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that it would be a battle to the 
death, and that Jeff Davis must not 
be allowed to escape in any event, 
but as we had never been whipped 
Thad no fear of being whipped now, 

All of which was greeted with 
cheers, 

We continued our march all 
night and the next day (May 7th) 
until near evening, when we arriv- 
ed at Dublin, a considerable town, 
situated on the west bank of the 
Oconee river, 

T had sent olit scouting parties 
during the night and day, to en- 
deavor to get information inregard 
to parties who were continually 
crossing our road, to ascertain if 
some of them might ‘not be the 
Davis party, but these men always 
proved to be from General John- 
ston’s army, who, having surren- 
dered a short time before to Gen- 
eral Sherman, were going home 
on parole, 

These diversions caused onr 
march to be somewhat delayed, 

Upon arriving at Dublin I notic- 
ed the people appeared consider- 
ably excited at our presence, but 
I caused it to be given out that we 
were establishing courier posts 
between Macon and Savannah, a 
Uttle piece of strategy allowable 
in a military campaign, 

We bivouaced on a flat between 
the town and the river, 

I had several invitations from 
gentlemen to take up my quarters 
at their houses, and for some rea- 
son they appeared quite anxious I 
Should do so; all of which sur- 
prised me, as I had never been 
the recipient of such attentions 
before, 

By some means I got an inkling 
that a party with wagons had pass- 
ed through the town that day, but 
to my questions as to who they 
were I got only evasive answers, 
but I finally concluded it was some 
suttler from Johnston’s army. 

The town was full of rebel off- 
icers in uniform, and as they stood 
in groups by themselves, talking, 
I thought their looks boded no good 
to us, 

Politely declining all invitations, 
I made my bivouac with the com- 
mand, and being weary with thirty~ 
six hours of duty, twenty-four of 
Which had been spent inthe saddle, 
we threw ourselves upon the ground 
to sleep, 

For several months I had been 
served by an old colored man 
named ‘Bill’, He had been a slave 
and owned by a staff officer of 
General Bragg. He often waited 
upon General Bragg as well as his 
master, but when the rebels were 
hustled out of Tennessee by Gen-~ 
eral Rosencranse in 1863, Bill 
got left behind and”fell in with us, 
and I employed him, 

He was as homely as ahedgehog 
and a perfect tyrant over the other 
darkies, but he was as true as 
steel to me, and withal very intelli- 
gent, He happened to be withuson 
this expedition, 

Thad scarcely lain down to sleep 
when ‘Bill’ came and touched me, 

‘Colonel, Colonel,’ he. said, 
‘wake up; I have found a colored 
man who will tell you something,’ 

‘Well, what is it?’ said I it 
was dark as pitch but I could 
see the whites of their eyes, and 
I knew fhey had something im- 
portant to tell, 
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trees 
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He said they had come over the 
river on a ferry. They hadanum- 
ber of nice wagons with them, and 
some fine saddle-horses led behind 
the wagon in which President Davis 
and his wife rode, 

He further said that they were 
going to dine with Judge Rose 
(Judge Rose was one of the gentle~ 
men who had been so persistent in 
urging me to spend the night athis 
house), but before they could get 
the dinner ready they heard some- 
thing that made the party leave in 
a hurry, going south on the river 
road, He further stated that there 
was another large party that did not 
come over the river, 

I questioned him closely, and 
his answers appeared straight, 
but I was fearful of a trick to send 
me off on some side-track, I 
Said to Bill, ‘Do you think he is 
telling me the truth, and that I 
ought to believe him?’ 

‘Sartin,shoor, Kurnel; you can 
believe him; he is teliing you 
God’s troof,’ 

Et will be seen that if Bill had 
not been with us we would have 
known nothing of Davis having 
crossed our track, and we would 
have gone the next morning toward 
Savarinah, and Jeff Davis would 
in all probabilities have escaped 
capture and got away into Cuba, 
in company with Judah P, Ben- 
jamin and others, or across the 
Mississippi to Kirby Smith. 

To get a little more information 
I called up a couple of men and 
went down to the ferry and inter- 
viewed the ferryman as to whom 
he had brought over the river that 
day, but I could get nothing out of 
him, 
He was either too stupid or ig- 
norant or too obstinate, to give us 
any information of importance, I 
have always been sorry that we 
did not throw the old scamp into 
the river, as my sergeant wanted 
to do, 

AS soon as we got back to the 
bivouac I called up the men to 
saddle for a march. 

Lieutenant Hewitt, with thirty 
men, had been left back at some 
cross-roads and had not yet come 
up, so detailing Lieutenant Lane, 
with forty-five men to remain at 
Dublin, and scout from there up 
and down the river, I with the ba~ 
lance (seventy-five men), started 
south in the direction the Davis 
party was reported to have taken, 
It was very dark and the roads in 
the pine woods were only trails, 

We soon became confused, and 
after wandering around for some 
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time, found ourselves coming into 
Dublin again. Picking our ,road 
once more, and daylight coming, 
we struck out on the river road at 
@ rapid gait, on the morning of 
May 8th, Five miles out we came 
to Turkey creek where we found 
the bridge torn up, While the 
bridge was being repaired, I 
strolled up to a log house near by 
andquestioned thewoman in regard 
to the party who had crossed the 
evening before. 

She said a large party hadpass- 
ed but she did not know who they 
were, but she said that a couple 
of the gentlemen had been in her 
house and drank some milk, and 
she showed me a little scrap of 
paper which she said they had 
dropped, 

T saw it was a piece of a Rich~ 
mond paper of recent date. A bright 
little girl standing by, said she had 
heard one gentleman call the other 
Colonel Harrison, and the other 
was addressed as Mr. President, 

Upon my inquiring as to how they 
were dressed, she said they were 
almost as handsomely dressed as 
I was, but their coats were not 
alike, 

Pointing to my shoutder-straps, 
I inquired if they had such things 
on their coats, she said, ‘No, they 
had not, but one had stars on his 
collar and gold on his sleeves, 
but the other had nothing, and 
neither one was like mine,’ 

The child’s description convinc- 
ed me that one was an officer of 
high rank and the other Jeff Davis. 

So convinced was I that I had 
really now got on the track of Jeff 
Davis that I wrote a dispatch and 
started a courier with it to Gen- 
eral Wilson, but the man was cap- 
tured by some confederates, and 
taken into the woods, robbed ofhis 
horse and equipments and left to 
make his way to Macon on foot, 
which he did, but not until after 
my return there, 

The bridge being repaired we 
pushed on again through the pine 
woods, The wagon tracks could 
now be plainly seen, but it soon 
commenced to raina regular pour- 
down and the tracks we were fol- 
lowing were obliterated, 

We were now in the great pine 
woods of the south, the soil nothing 
but white sand with scarcely an 
inhabitant, and soon lost all track 
of the party ahead, but still pushed 
blindly on. 

I sent parties circling around to 
find the road, but they were un- 
successful, They, however, founda 
horseman and brought him to me, 
In reply to my questions, he said 
he knew nothing of any party, that 
he was only a poor citizen hunt- 
ing some lost sheep. 

I noticed that he was riding a 
fine horse, I told him that I would 
take his horse and he could hunt 
his sheep on foot, At this he be 
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gan to plead earnestly. I told him 
to quit lying and tell me where the 
wagons were that had been some- 
where near there the evening be~ 
fore and I would let him go with 


his horse. 
“He then confessed he did know 


where the party had camped over 
night, but it was eleven miles a- 
way and in another direction en-!
